SECTION 1. LEASING AUTHORITY OF THE

DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION. 


Notwithstanding the provisions’ of 


section 17 of the Act of 
Tune 18. 1934 (48 Stat. 988. chapter 576: 
25 .S.C. 477). the 
Indian Pueblo Federal Development 
Corvoration. whose charter 
was issued pursuant to such section bv the 
Secretarv of the Interior 
on Tanuarv 15. 1993. shall have _ the 
authoritv to lease or sublease 


trust or restricted Indian lands for up to 50 
years.
